It first came into use in Eng-
lapd. where the povernment in an en-
denvor to stop the sale of pure aleo-
hol as a drink, allowed it to be sold
with the addition of 10 per cent of
wood nleohol for mechanienl purposes,
varnishes, ete. [t was supposed that
the poisonous effects of wood aleohol
would prevent its being drunk, It hins
10 a certhin extent, but men  will
drink it when they can get nothing
else. Wood alechol or pyroxylic spir.
it, formedly known ax naphtha, is a
violent narcotic wedative poison,
effects are peculine in thiat they are
lasting, several duys being required to
recover from its effeets, It §s this
Stuff that soldiers are now deioking
when they think they are getting a
harmless swig of homemmdy  heer
brewed on the sly. It is no wonder
that. after a few drinks at Hawalian
swipes they wander around in a semi-
idiotie ond dazed state out of which
they emerge  with no  recollection
whitever of where they have been or
what they have been doing.
